This 
conversation was carried on in the He- 
brew tongue. Recognizing in them 
his fellow countrymen, he went to 
them and asked after the state of his 
people and the condition of Jerusalem. 

lieing told that both were in a bad 
state, that the inhabitants were car- 
ried away captive, and that the walls 
of Jerusalem were broken down, his 
heart became sore within him. and 
he lifted uphiseydsto heaven and cri- 
ei out, "How long, O Lord, wilt thou 
overlo.ik < »ur nation, while it suffers so 
grcit miseries, and while we are made 
the prey and spoil of all men?" lie- 
ing sad at heart, he was no longer pos- 
sessed (if a cheerful countenance. 
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This attracted the kings attention

The king was moved to 
compassion by the appearance :itid 
wordsjuf this man, and when he asked 
leaVe to go tu Jerusalem tu rebuild its 
walls, the king not only gave the de- 
sired permission, butgavcordcrs to the 
governors of the provinces through 
which he was to pass, not t „ ,,,, ,| csl 
him, and all the timber needed 
tor tiie enterprise w;b furnished from 
Lilt; kings own i'i>iVit>. When Nehc- 
miah airi\ed at the i ity. he caiehiilv 
surveyed tile work lie had hefore him, 
and made all his calculations, before 
he announced hi> intention totheciiil 
tiren of Israel then rei iui nin g al |cru 
saiein. W'lu-n lie had everythitm ar 
ranged to Ids satisfaction, lie called 
the Israelites together, and told them 
of the work to he done lie dearlv 
set forth to them their duty, and gave 
each man'a portion «>t the work to do. 
No une was to he idle. -7/ were u> 
engage in this great work of rebuild- 
ing the walls of the sacred city. In 
order that this might he the most easi- 
ly accomplished, Nehcniiah had tiie 
work carried on by a stated plan; 
namely, each man was to rebuild that 
|> >rUoii of the wall which was oppo- 
site his own house. That is each one 
was to perform that duty which lav 
nearest him. liy working in this way 
the great wurk was sticee.ssfu II v ac- 
complished in the short space of two 
years and three months. 

What lesson may we learn from this: 
Have we not a Jerusalem whose 



wall needs rchuihling? 1 answer, yes. 

A wall infinitely grealci than the 
one u hii li 'stiiruuiulcd ancient [eritsa 
letii. an.! one whu.se rebuilding w ill 
reijiiire ue.e>, e\en v. ith the nmst per- 
sistent labor." 

Vou ask, where is this Jerusalem, 
and how shall we rebuild its wall? 

My answer is this; oit> Jerusalem is 
s defy, and at the present time, her 
wall is so badly shattered, that we 
feel like limn- war eyes as did Nehc- 
niiah of old. and crying out, --How 
lotlg O Lord, shall we be the prey and 
spoil of all men?" We must rebuild 
it. by each one's faithfully and earn- 
estly carrying out the phm laid down 
b> Nehemiah: i.e. by performing the 
duty which lies nearest him. W hat is 
the duty which lies nearest each of us ? 

I answer this ipiestinti by asking 
another. What duty can be nearer 
to any of us, than the fashining and 
moulding of the immortal minds of the 
yuutl i uf our land? When we consider 
the l>ui'pu>elurwh]( hall human beings 
are created, it ben .ti es o|n i ut is that 
there is no dun paramount to the one 
ofdiivcting Wil untutored minds of the 
young in the proper channel.
